With her husband and’ two 
daughters, the Princess had a nar- 
row escape from denth In £917 when

BLOODSTAINS FOUND ON 
ACCUSED’S FINGERS. 


WHAT WIDOW SAW. 


The circumstances of the re- 
cent murder of the No. 1 house- 
boy employed by Mr. Ohl, of 9, 
Felix Villas, were recounted by 
Mr. T. Murphy (Assistant Direc. 
tor Criminal Intelligence) before 
Mr, Lindsell) at the Central 
Police Court this morning when 
the hearing of the capital charge 
ngainst Chu Suk-mei (22), 
native’ of Shanghai, was 
meneed, 

After explaining the lay-out 
of the premises at 9, Felix Villas, 
the residence of Mr. R. Oh}, the 
locel agent of ‘the Messageries 
Marltimes, Mr. Murphy said) the 
deceased had been 
the premises for wbout 18 months, 
first ny house coolie and, about 
three montha before the crime was 
committed, as the No, 1 “bay.” The 
defendant employed there as 
‘No, t “boy" up to the time of his 
dismissal, about three months be- 
fore the ‘murder, 

Besides the defendant and the 
deceased, both of whom were no- 
tives of Shanghai, there were two 
baby amahs and a servant amah 
employed. The deceased and his 
wife oceupled a room near the 
kitchen,

It appeared that the accused was [° 


digmissed for’ being involved — in 
quarrels and also fights with the 
other servants, ‘but, otherwise, it 
was tuelicved, he had been a very 
satisfactory servant. After his 
dismissal the deceased was ap: 
pointed in his place as ‘No, 1 “boy” 
and he moved into the accused's 
old room. 

The deceased appears to have 
been'in fear of somebody wanting 
to do him an injury as there was 
an additional padlock on his door, 
besidey the ordinary door lock. 
A slip of paper had beet inserted 


<dinto the door lock to prevent it 


from being opened from outside. 
To insert this piece of paper the 
lock had to be dismantled. Fur- 
thermore, there was an iron bar 
kept in the room, and it was as- 
tumed thnt thia was there: for de- 
fensive purposes, 


Missing Keys. 


Continuing, Mr. Murphy, sald 
the key. that-opened the bedroom 
also opened two other doors, and 
there hud been, at one time, four 
duplicates, but about three months 
ago, during ‘the time that the ac- 
cused was still enrployed, three 
disappeared, the remaining one 
being kept ‘by, the deceased. 

After the crime, this key was 
found on the table in the kitchen, 
out of reach of any person from 
outside. It had been vent in auch 
u way that it could not be ine 
serted from outside. 

On the night of the murder, the 
buby amahs slopt upstalra in the 
main building.

In expressing the view that 
Europe is drifting swiftly to the 
most perilous situation since the 
Great War, the Daily Herald is 
doubtless sounding « warning note 
rather, than’ secking to raiae  al- 
armist fears, A sense of its res- 
ponsibility as the organ of the 
Government would naturally deter 
iL from scare-mongering. It has 
been snid that the sureat way to 
creuto 1 war is to talk of one, and 
whilst there may be a substratum 
of truth in this saying, it is im- 
portant that timely notice should be 
tuken of ‘developments which in any 
way tend in this direction. At the 
sume time, it is regrettable that 
the New Year should open with 
any clouds on the horizon, the more 
so since so much effort has beon 
expended during 1930 on mensures 
for the prevention of armed con- 
flict. ; _ 
“The immediate cause of the 
Daily Herald's comment is to: be 
found in the New Yenr utterances 
of. the German Dofence . Minister 
and. of Signor Mussolini. ‘Dr. 
Groener, in referring. to What he 
describes as the-intolerable burden 
imposed in Germany by the Young 
reparations plan, morcly roitorates 
what ke and other German leaders 
have often said. It is the Italian 
Premier who han added fuel to the 
firo by asserting that he is pre- 


pared to support Germany on the. 


armaments: queation and. in do- 
manding a revision of the . Peace 
Treaties. Signor Mussolini has 
again and again indulged in belli- 


cone uttorancos ‘within the past few. 


months, seldom losing an.opportun 
ty to doa little sabre-rattll ¢ 
. vet an he ‘a 


has glibly’ talked “of other “Hatlons 
Proparing for’ war and of 


the necessity of Italy being pre-|' 


pared .to meet danger from 
without, This idea séems to be 
an - obsession with him. To the 
outside observer, ho |.appears 
to bo Itching .for war, and the 
spirit which he reflects is apparent 
also in. the Fascist: movoment fn’ 
Italy and elsowhore. Tho failure 
of Italy and France to como. to an 
agreement on natal disarmament 
has but served to increase Euro- 
pean tenalon, in which connexion 
the French attitude towards Ger- 
many has not been altogether help- 
fal, In the circumstances, there- 
fore, it is, perhaps, hardly sur- 
prising that attention should be 
drawn to the dangor of antagonism 
developing on the Continent in a 
manner sufficient .to cause some 
concern. It fa true, as Field Mar- 
shal Sir William Robertson anid 
the other day, that war as a nicans 
of settling International disputes is 
now more universally. condemned 
than ever before, but we should be 
shutting our eyes to the facts if we 
did not concede that there Js. in 
gome quartcra a lack of sincerity 
in the Hp-service which fs paid to 
pacifism. When we bear in mind 
that practically all the nations of 
the. world have sworn to outhiw 
war, the hesitaney to embark on 
general disarmament would apperr 
ta need some explaining. Sir Wil- 
liam Robertaon was again perfectly 
true when he ngserted that tho 
maintenance of great and costly 
armaments {s not the first essential 
measure required to prevent war 
and added that fess jealousy and 
less selfiahnesa in the conduct of 
international affaira is far more 
important, Not until that spirit ia 
adequately forthcoming will dis- 
armament follow and the nations of 
the world at last be on.the road to 
peace and goodwill, : 

Unhappily, whilst there are in all 
nitions Jeaders of public thought 
who realise the utter futility of 
war, and who never Jose an oppor. 
unity of preaching the gospel of 


peace, there are others who eXploit 


every possible ovcasion to put for- 
ward the view that man is a fighter 
and wars are inevitable. If this 
latter view ia allowed to dominate 
mankind, it will be a sad reflection, 
on civilisation. Memories must in- 
deed be short if we are so soon to 
forget the horrors of the Great War 
and ‘its fallure to settle anything 
whatsoever. The need of the times 
is un intensive cultivation of higher 
and better ideals thon those repre- 
sented by senseless slaughter. Let 
us hope that peace-loving instincts 
will prevail and that, so far from 
tending in the other direction, the 
year we have now entercd upon will 
be marked by a great and lasting 
urge toward the pacific settlement 
of all problems as they present 
themselves,

KING'S MESSAGE OF 
SYMPATHY. 


“GRAND-PERE” OF FRENCH 
ARMY. * 


i MIRACLE OF MARNE., 


* * London, Jan. 4. 

Tho King has sent © measage of 
sympathy to the, President of the 
French Republic on the death of 
Marshn! Joffre, in the course of 
which he saya: “We shall mourn 
him) who was called to the 
supremo command of the 
French army, with which for four 
long yenrs the forces of the British 
Empire were comrades in arms. 

“! trensure the memory of my 
meetings with the Marshal on my 
several vinits to the Front.” 

Madame Joffre waa present at 
the denth-bed, accompanied by 
her daughter and son-in-law, The 
Marshal passed away nt 8.2% a.m. 
on Saturday, ¢ight minutes after 
his principal medical advisor had 
dectnred that he would probably 
live through the day.

~ doseph Jacques Cesaire Joifre, 
Marshal of France (a tithe which 
had been in aboysnee, since JRUL 
and was revived in his special 
honour in 1916) was bern in the 
village of  Rivesaltes, of the 
Pyrencen-Orientales, in 1862, i 
Eduented at the Lycee of 
pignan, he entered the 
Polytechnique at Paris two 
defore the war with Prussia, when 
he was 16. He saw actlve service 
in command of a battery durin 
the siege of Paris, wertt: back to 
- school at the end of the wir, and 
then joined a reyiment of oan 
gincers, He waa promoted Cup: 
tain in 1876, and romained in that 
rank for 14 years, i 
In 1BK5 he served in the Indo- 
Chinese campaign, and became 
Courbet’s. right-hand oman, ore 
gunising the defences of Formosa 
and Tongking. He was decorated 
and, fn IBRD. promoted = Major. 
In 1892 he began the construction 
of the French military road from 
Senegal to the Niger. 


Capture of Timbuctoo, 


His name first came prominently 
before the public in 1894, when he 
occupied Timbuctoo, after a long 
campnigm against the ‘Towaress. 
He was ‘promoted Lieut.-Colonel, 
and received the Legion of Hon- 
our, After serving a8 Secretary

He was romarkable for his eound 
common-sense, and way known by 
hig. soldiers as “Grand-pere,” 

From the 6utbreak of the Great 
War until December, 1916 he was 
Commander-in-Chief of the French 
armics, _ holding — this position 
through the black period of the 

war, which began with the terrible 
defeat of the French at Charleroi, 
and was followed by, the long 
retreat to beyond the Marne.

ACTION AGAINST PRISON 
OFFICER FAILS. 


NO DAMAGE PROVED. 


The action recently heard 


against Principal Printing. Officer’ 


A. B. Didsbury, Victoria Gaol, for 
$500 damages, arising: out’ of n 
collision between Mr. Didsbury’s 
car.and a ricksha, waa decided In 
the Summary Court this morning, 
when Mr, Justice Jacks delivered 
n written judgment. in- favour of 
defendant. Plaintiff was Mr. B. 
Kawahara, proprictor and licensee 
of an ‘cating house at No, 19, 
Peking. Road, Kowloon, who wos 0 
passenger .in the rickshn, 

Mr, F.C. E. RendalkWas for 
plaintiff and Mr. F. X. D'Almada, 
junior, defended. ‘ 

Giving judgment, hia Lordship 
gald:—The plaintiff claims. that 
he has suffered damage from tha 
defendant's negligence in driving 
his car, No, 2807, In such 4 manner 
na to collide with great force with 
public ricksha No, 489, In which 
the plaintiff! was being driven in 
Queen’a Road East on October 12, 
1980, causing personal injurtes to 
the niaintif, The plaintift was, 
in consequence, put to expenses 
in medical attendance and massage 
treatment, and was also prevente 
from following his occupation. 
The plaintiil was unuble to atate 
how the accident occurred and he 
Ald not call any evidence to prove 
negligence on the part of the de- 
fondant. 4 

Onus of Proof. 


‘After xecounting the facts (a9 
wiven in evidence, his Lordship 
said:—In eases of this kind the 
onus of proving negligence iy on 
the plaintiff, but he contended 
first, that on December 18 the 
defendant's solicitor pald a sum 
of $12.60 into Court, “being the 
amount admitted te be duc to the 
plaintiff,” and the admission that 
anythin... 8 dueson 4 elaim for 
negligence is an ndmiasion of the 
negligence In which the claim is 
founded. The def sndant's solici+ 
tor stated that he had no intention 
of admitting negligence, but his 
client thought it was only fair that 
he ‘should pay the plaintiff's 
doctor's bik, : | 

The letter accompanying this 
“payment in” was u nfortunate, for 
if there was no intention to admit 
negligence, the payment should 
hove been made with a denial of 
Hability, [ did not believe the 
defendant jntended to admit negli- 
genee, but I reserved my decision 
on the point, though under my 
general power to rectify’ errors, 
T could have allowed the defen- 
dant to amend his payment in by 
adding a denial of Hability. This 
has been done in Higher Courts 
i i es (Davis_v 
Lewis 19 166) 
might have involved an adjourn- 
ment. I decided to proceed with 
the hearing in order that I might 
see for mysclf whether the exclu- 
sion of the admission would in 
nny way prejudice the plaintitt’ 
case, but in view of the plaintiff's 
next. contention [do not beticve 
he had any intention of proving 
negligence on the part. of the 
defendant. even if he could do 80, 
for his second contention was 
that this ense ix governed by the 
maxim rea ipan doquitier and that it 
was for the defendant to rebut 
tho allegation of negligence, not 
for the plaintiff to prove it.

The Law of, the Road. 

The maxim, res ipa logqueitrer 
does not apply te an aecident on a 
highway. Those who yo on a 
highway, or have their property 
ndjucent, and sustain personal 
hurt there, or damage to their 
property lying beside It, can only 
show a right to recover by affirma- 
tive evidence of fault In the person 
doing the damage. The fuct of 
an accident raises no presump- 
tion. Aman crossing’ the road 
ig knocked down by'a cart. More. 
ly to prove this shows no cause of 
action, The 
further and specify some breach 
of duty on the part .of the 
defendant—the car was driven too: 
fast, was on the wrong side of the 
rond, or swerved, or was not pro- 
perly constructed, or was, over- 
londed, Hence the accident. 

‘It Is as much the'duty’ oF foot 
passengers - attempting .to cross 
the road taclook out for passing 
vehiclea na it ia the duty of drivers 
to. see that they do not run over 
foot passengors. The pullers of 
rickshas hive duties whilat using 
the highway os well-«a the drivers 
of motor cars.. There must, be 
evidence'from which a jury might 
teasonably and properly conclude 
that’ there was negligence. Lord 
Justice Blackburn has dealt very 
fully with this point in the well 
known canc of Rylands v, Fletcher. 

In the case before me both 
parties had an cqual right to the 
uno of the “highway, both were 
exercising that right. The onus 
of proof is on ‘tho. plaintiff..

THE GOLD SHORTAGE. 


REDUCTION OF THE, FRENCH 
BANK RATE. 


London, Jan, 3. 

The reduction of the French 
bank rate to two per cont. fol- 
lowing a recent’ similar move by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, is announced to-day. This 
is believed to bo part of the plan 
for French ond American  co- 
apernclon, with a view to checking 
tho flow of gold to France and 
America, which created .a serious 
shortage of gold elsewhere.

It is suggested that both 
France and the United States are 
likely to mnoke a big effort to in- 
creare foreign lending, so 18 to 
release their gold and leave the 
British banks in a better position 
to finance Industry.—Renter.
